With the passing of the old 
yenr, the Washington Treaty 
definitely expires, duc to Japan's 
denunciation of the agreement 
which concerned not only the flect 
strengths of the signatories but 
also the question of fortification 
Some 
dwo months ago, the British Gov- 


ernment submitled suggestions 


for, at any-rate, a partial retgn- 
tion of the clause relating to for- 
tifications, and. both Britain -and 
the United States have since been 
awaiting the Japanese attitude on 
the question. The Tokyo Gov- 
ernment now announces that fur- 
ther time is required to study the 
subject, and no-decision is likely | 
to be forthcoming until the middle 
of the present month. Strictly 
speaking, all the signatories are 
now,.entitled to ‘fortify whatever 
bases they desire in the Pacific. 
It is generally believed that Japan 
has alrendy ‘begun new works of 
fortification-at Formosa, which
